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Russ Told U.S. 


Plan Rejected 
By Hanoi, Cong 

MOSCOW— j(AP) — Tass said today North Viet* 
nam and the Viet Cong have informed the Soviet gov- 
ernment that President Nixon’s eight-point peace 
plan is an attempt to impose an American settlement 
in Vietnam and they are “resolutely rejecting Wash- 
ington’s new maneuvers.” 

Although North Vietnam and the Viet Cong have repeat- 
edly denounced the plan, this was the first time they used 
~ “ the word “rejecting.” 

The Tass dispatch reported 
a meeting of the ambassa- 
dors of North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong in Moscow 
with Premier Alexei N. Ko- 
sygin and said: 

“The Vietnamese envoys 
stressed that the U.S. propos- 
als meant nothing but an at- 
tempt to impose a solution of 
the Vietnam problem accord- 
ing to an American pattern,” 
Tass said. 

‘ 'Resolutely rejecting 
these new Washington ma- 
neuvers, the governments of 
the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam and the Republic of 
North Vietnam stated the un- 
shakeable will of the Viet- 
namese people to realize its 
national aspirations and 
strivings,” Tass reported. 

However, in Washington to- 
day State Department 
spokesman Charles W: Bray 
said in spite of the Tass re- 
port, that “for the time being 
we have to draw a distinction 
between their saying not ac- 
ceptable and rejection.” 

Bray spoke after being 
asked about a report from 
Paris that the North Viet- 
namese had called the U.S. 
plan not acceptable.
